dard of Value For Gold 


Editor Jouinal 
The reason why 


the commercial value of gold is $20.67 
per ounce is because there is an un- 
limited demand for it at that price 
for coinage and legal tender purposes 


This unlimited demand is by a na- 


tion T\hose industrial, commercial and 
financial standing is strong enough to 
enforce tits coinage and legal tender 
laws, namely the United States gov- 
einment. 


The coinage act of 1834 changed the 


amount of pure gold for a U. S. legal 
gold dollar from 24 75 grains to 23.22 
grains. 
This last amount is at the 


late of $20.67 per ounce and is still in 
force. 


Some might assert that the Bank of 


England fixes the value of gold, but 
this can hardly be the ca&e for 
the 


United States has long since distanced 
Great Butain as a financial power. 
Our stock of gold is about double that 
of 
Great Bmtain and the banking 


power of the United States is nearly 
one-half that of the entire world, and 
the banks collectively in the United 
States owe depositors more than the 
entire stock of gold and silver money 
of the whole world combined. "We are 
also in a position to not only fix the 
commercial value of gold but that of 
silver as •well. 


This answer may not be as brief as 


we would like but ut will have to suf- 
fice for the present.

One and the Webfooters Had 


Far from a Walkover 


SEATTLE, Wash., November 20.—In 


the fiercest and most spectacular game 
of football ever played in the Pacific 
Northwest the University of "Washing- 
ton today defeated Nevada by a score 
of 2 to 0. It was a safety made early 
in the first half that gave Washington 
her victory. 


Nevada had the ball near her own 


goal posts. 
Leavltt, Nevada's center, 


snapped back to Friesell for a kick, but 
the wet ball slipped and went so high 
that Friesell had to reach well up into 
the air to catch it. Washington saw the 
mlsplay and was through the line and 
had Friesell down before he knew what 
had happened. The ball was then put 
in play by Nevada under her own goal. 
Friesell fell back for another kick, and 
in doing so was behind his own line. 
Leavitt snapped the ball low this time, 
and just as Friesell got It Siegrist tore 
through the Nevada warriors like a cy- 
clone and downed the doughty little 
fellow befoie he had time to look up. 


The 3000 people present hardly real- 


ized that Washington had broken the 
ice, but when the situation dawned 
on them a wave of sound that swelled 
and swelled into a mighty roar swept 
over the field. 


That was the end of the scoiing, but 


there was not a minute during the en- 
tire game that excitement was not at 
fever pitch. 
Neither side showed the 


slightest signs of weakening. They 
fought with grim determination, and 
the ball passed from one center to the 
other and was punted from one end to 
the other with a rapidity that kept the 
officials constantly on the move. 


The lines were so evenly matched 


that it was only a question of a few 
minutes when a kick must be made.

What the "Twentieth Century 


West" Has to Say of Nevada's 
Senator's 
Remarks on This 


Important Question

In the course of a very able ad- 


dress on State and national co-opera- 
tion in 
_ carrying out the new policy, 


Senator Francis G. Newlands, of Ne- 
vada, referred to the failure of the 
"Works Bill in California last .'winter.. 
"Without attempting to discuss , the 
merits of that particular measure, he 
predicted that this state cannot make 
much progress in irrigation matters 
"until it Is at'peace with itself'."'He 
also expressed the opinion that those 
who fought the proposed legislation 
c\ved it to themselves and to the state 
to suggest 
some alternative. 
This 


is a criticism which 
is ' frequently 


heard and -which is fair enough on its 
face. 
In time it will be a thoroughly 


just criticism, provided the opponents 
of the "Works Bill shall offer no sub- 
stitute. 
But there was no time 
to 


frame, discuss and . perfect a measure 
after the Works Bill was placed be- 
fore the people a.year ago. 
It was 


not until December that the California 
"Water • and Forest Association, at Its 
annual meeting, formally endorsed the 
"Works Bill and appointed a commit- 
tee to present it to the legislature. 
Another month elapsed before those 
interested in such" matters throughout 
the length and breadth of the state 
learned of the provisions of the, bill 
and came together in public meetings 
to discuss it. 
It was then nearly time 


for the legislature to convene. 
The 


utmost that could be done—and it re- 
quired lively work to do it— was to 
bring public opinion 
to 
bear with 


overwhelming 
force 
against 
a bill 


which certainly did not meet the views 
of those who do the real work of irri- 
gation, and who must be depended up- 
on to make a success of any new law. 
dealing wiith this subject. 
It was 
a 


physical and intellectual impossibility 
to prepare an alternative measure in 
time to bring it before the legislature 
during its session of sixty days. 


Senator Newlands certainly does not 


mean to say that, in our anxiety for 
progress, we ought to accept any sort 
of a bill, even if we believe it funda- 
mentally wrong, unless we are pre- 
pared to present a substitute at 
a 


moment's notice. The point he made 
(and it is a sound one) is that there 
must be a substantial agreement of 
public opinion in California as to the 
underlying principles of irrigation, be- 
fore we can expect a great deal of as- 
sistance from, the national government 
in developing 
the resources of 
this 


state. That is doubtless true, and the 
time has now come when we must all 
work to that end. Public opinion was 
with those who fought the "Works Bill 
last winter, because of its obvious evils, 
but public opinion will swing in the 
other direction, if this element be- 
comes merely obstructive and refuses 
to assist in any progress of construct- 
ive character. 
' * 


The convention was much interested 


in Senator Newlands' account of 
the 


new state legislation in Nevada. 
It 


represents a unique experiment in state 
and national co-operation in the dis- 
'trlbution of water. ITie state engineer, 
as well as the water commissioners 
on the various streams, are nominated 
by the Secretary of the Interior and 
orpointed by the governor. 
This is 


clone as an evidence of good faith upon 
the part of the state, and as a guaran- 
tee that the method of distributing 
water shall accord with the spirit and 
the letter of the 
National Irrigation'. 


Act. 
."Would California be willing to. 


go so' far? 
Senator 
Newlands said: 


there were some in Nevada who were 
inclined to think," at first, that it was, 
a dangerous-surrender -of sovereignty,-- 
but the general opinion was expressed 
by one old drrigator who said: "If the 
governor appoints, that may be. poli- 
tics.' If the people--elect,-that may be 
the upper end of the stream against

Nevada's situation", differs very, ma- 


terially from that of California. 
In 


the former state! development is 'ex- 
tremely backward, and it' is probabJp. 
that new works will be created 'almost 
exclusively by the Federal

'. ment. It is -in the highest degree de- 


sirable that the/ water administration 


people..have" 'worked' out ia;.;system of 
distribution \arnbng , themseiyfes' which 
adjriits of 
little .improvement. :The 


same is true of many smaller streams, 
especially in the South. On the Tuo- 
lumne, to take a different case, prac- 
tically the entire supply is 'handled by 
two big irrigation districts (Turlock 
and Modesto) which work together in 
perfect harmony and distribute 
the 


water by means of their own elected 
officials. 
Sere there is '.probably no 


excuse for interference on the ps.rt of 
-either state or national 
authorities. 


But would It be feasible to' follow the 
Nevada example wherever works are 
to be built by the nation, or by state 
ana nation together? Great plans are 
already in contemplation for'. the Sac- 
ramento and Colorado rivers. Storage 
works are thought of on the San Joa- 
quin, the Kings and Cache Creek. In 
case such works are built, would it be 
feasible to provide that so far as those 
are concerned the water commissioners 
who e.re to diviide the supply among a 
multitude of users shall be nominated 
by the Secretary, of the' Interior and 
appointed by the governor, at'least un- 
til the last dollar of the national ex- 
penditure shall have been repaid 
by 


landowners? If so, it would meet the 
objection of the friends of the national 
policy who are afraid of state control, 
on. one hand,'and, one .the other .dissi- 
pate the fears of those who see dan- 
ger in the creation of more state pa- 
tronage.1 The suggestion seems well 
worthy of consideration at a moment 
wnen hitherto warring elements are 
trying to find common ground upon 
which to unite in developing the most 
important of the state's resources. The' 
Nevada law provides *• a cheap and ef- 
fective method of adjudication of prior- 
ities without-creating any new judicial 
marhinery.' It is certainly'well worth 
study on the 
part of 
Californians, 


whatever may be thought of, it afte-- 
mature consideration.
